REVOLUTION IN RUSSIA 
GROWING MORE TURBULENT 


~ Garrison Mutinies, Kills Offi 


cers and Takes Pass- 
ession of a Town 


(Special to the Builetin) 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.—Advices were 
received from the war office last even- 
ing that during the day the entire gar- 
rison in military post-at Desplagarin, 
Causacus, had mutinied and killed the 
commander and officers and taken the 
military administration into their own 
hands. After organizing the soldiers 
invaded the town and took charge of 
the municipai administration. They 
posted pickets in the streets to insure 
preservation of order. 


Helginfors, Aug. 1,—After desperate 
fighting last evening saw the climax 
and corclusion of the mutiny by en- 


gineers and artillery men in the Sva- 
berg fortress. Loyal infantry men 
stationed in the fortress with reizforce- 
ments from the barracks at Saktudren 
finally succeeded in suppressing the 
mutineers. The mutinous soldiers were 
eventually at the expense of many 
lives in their own ranks as well as 
among those who attacked them dis- 
armed and thrown iato dungeons with- 
in the fortress. 


Helsingfors, Aug. 1.—The most ser- 
ious mutiny within the Russian Empire 
since the dissoulton of Douma cccur- 
ed today at the Svaborg fortress whith 
guards this harbor. Both soldiers in’ 
the garrison and the sailors of the 
flect in port aré effected. The garrison 
of the fortress mutineed and the older 
troops were called out to quell the mu- 
tineews. Although a fight ensued the
